* or Juſtice can ſaddenly ſalve. I ſpeak no new unheard Lan- 
uage. This Community of Preaching hath brought it into 
uch cheap rate and contempt, with many, that, as if the gift 
of Tongues were proſtitute to Idiots, and Trades z you ſhall 
have a fort of Lay Mechanick Presbyters of both Sexes- 
( Preatcatores & Preaicantiſſe) preſume too far upon their 
acquaintance with the Pulpit, that they will venture upon 
an expoſition, or undertake to manage a long unweildy 
Prayer conceived on the ſudden, though not fo ſuddenly 
uttered ; nay, they are ſo deſperate, they will torment a 
Text, and in their reſty Conventicles Teach as boldly, as if 
they were as well able to become Journey-men to the Pulpit, 
as to their own Trades. ; 

As for Predeftination, Ele&ion, and Reprobation, they are 
Ivevrenies : Good and Gracious words, but no ſuch Myſteries,

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How Magiſterial he is with his pennyworth of Licesſed paze ig. 


Scribble, and- the Reformbing Pedant with his Laſh of 
Puniſhment, in dealing with mae not by Argument bur 
Remonſtrance, not by their vaunted Moderation, but Me- 
nace of having #ze made an Example, and our Church 
purged of me too ? And had they the power of Execyu- 
ting the arbitrary By-Laws of their Sc volo's, Crols and
